Quebec's six universities, 
on the other hand, arc grant- 
ed, on the average, In excess 
of $1500 per student. 

Sims disclosed that the 
Board of Governors will dis- 
cuss a fee hike shortly — per- 
haps one as high as $100. "The 
College has 'reached a point," 
he said, "where they may

University reform ignites conflict 



The Tripartite Commission on the 
student representative David Ticoll charge 
human beings" and Maxwell Cohen, Dean 

Ticoll said it was the function of the 
university to "provide a milieu where 
students arc forced to question themselves, 
their roles, the ends of their woric — not 
so much telling people what they will think 
-as providing them with an environment 
that will cause them to think." 

He said the concept of human sclf- 
dcvelopmcnt "is dying, or even dead in 
North America today" and corporate struc- 
tures, of which the university may or may 
not be one, "determine the social structure 
of society." 

He added that corporations were active 
on the ideological level also and that this 
was responsible for the ferment in North 
America generally and on this campus in 
particular. Unless this situation was alle- 
viated, he warned, "the university is doom- 
ed and our society itself might not last 
more than ten or fifteen years." 

Cohen conceded that there was "a ma- 
laise here of some kind. What that malaise 
is ... I don't think anybody can be sure 
what the reasons are." 

He thought, however, the definition of 
this malaise was bcyoni the scope of the

commission and that tiic members sliouid 
address themselves to more immediately 
relevant questions — what he termed "ma- 
nageable" questions. Two such questions 
were : "Is McOiil doing enough to come to 
terms with the educational question" and 
"Is McGill doing enough to take care of 
the question of relations between students 
and administrators and between undergra- 
duates and teachers ... ?" 

He added it would be a "dispersal of 
energies lo worry about the university in 
the historical process" and said "McGill is 
what it is in 1068". 

"Just because the university seems to 
accept the status quo — there is no need 
to ask whether the university is performing 
its proper funtion." 

The central question, Cohen said, was 
"How do wc make do with the institution 
we have ?" 

Professor William Weslley, President 
of theiiMcGiU Associ.ilion of University 
Teachers, wondered "why intellectual mo- 
vements don't cmergp from student bodies." 
He questioned the apparent pre occupation 
of students with actions instead of ideas. 



lie recalled llial in liis own students days 
intcliectunl discussion rather than activism 
formed the nucleus of the student challenge 
to the older generation. 

Dean Colicn also lamented the fact that 
"the çampus no longer debates the Great 
Issues." He suggested that a concomitant 
of this was the non-ideological content of 
the New Left and the encroachment of 
nihilism in student activism. 

Ticoll answered that "ideas were 
meaninglc.<is except in rrlalinn lo the social 
system as whole and that "the only way 
students can get their ideas across is by 
in.serting thcm.sclvcs into the power struc- 
ture. 

Student representative Jeff Marvin 
agreed it was necessary for activists to 
acquire power within the university com- 
munity : "How do wc put ideas into action? 
ny pulling ourselves into tlic administra- 
tion." explained Marvin. 

He also suggested the university was 
"lacking in its ability to lake moral Jud- 
gements." 

Earlier, Anson C. McKim. a member 
of the Board of Governors and .Senate had

Cardinal revealed that $0 mil- 
lion originally intended to aug- 
ment the Student Aid Program 
had been diverted to the budget 
nt the ncwly-crcatcd Colleges 
d'Enseignement Générais et Pro- 
fessionals (CEGEP's). 

After the meeting, UGEQ Pres- 
ident Pierre LeFrancols empha- 
sized the "short term" nature of 
the government's concessions.

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Scheer predicts 
protest repression

\«£i&i^Conlinued proteil,uagainit« AmertcaniUnvolvement^Jn 
t^let Nam warràn<l>th<;^o^Hlon of'^l^k^ 
will result in repressive moves by United States authorities, 
Robert Scheer, managing editor of Ramparts magazine, 
predicted yesterday. 

Addressing a lundi liour audicncc^li^L132, Scticcr said 
tlie "unexpected" development in|tfie¥i9^^'o( a "very large 
group", of dissenters has ted to tlic belief that the US "cannot 
endure dissent any niorc." 

Ttic indictment ot persons such as Dr. Benjamin Spock 
on charges of advising young men to resist induction into the 
US armed forces represented "a deflnttër^'deçlsive move to 
crack down on dissent and destroy fundamental values of 
American society." 

Scheer also foresaw protest 
reaching a climax at the De- 
mocratic national convention 
in Chicago this summer. 

Dissenters would begin to 
work outside the established 
political structures, resulting 
In further repressive mea- 
sures, because no major po- 
litical figure operating within 
these structures was satisfact- 
ory. 

Examples for revolution 
Scheer said the Viet Nam 
conflict is "a war of example" 
to the populations of under- 
developed' coun^es. 

"It is an example for the 
people of the third world that 
one cannot go about achieving his own aspirations without 
fundamentally coming Into conflict with American interests." 

Conflict with the US "is not only Inevitable, it Is essential" 
In revolutionary movements, as exemplified by the Cuban re- 
volution. 

He said forces like the Vict Cong and Cuban revolution- 
aries represented a global "new breed" and said the US 
"needs a strong left committed to supporting revolutionary 
movements in underdeveloped countries." 

Later, Scheer spoke at Hillel on the Middle East, where 
he characterized Israel as "unsympathetic and indifferent to 
the cause ot developing 'Arab nationalism." 

"Israel must be a partner to Arab development, not an op- 
ponent", Scheer said. "Abba Eban says there Is no problem of 
Western imperialism In the Middle East Whatuibout the oil? 
Standard Oil of New Jersey has a higher annual profit than 
the entire Israeli Gross National Product." 

The only way Israel can survive in the Middle East, Scheer 
said, is by opposing , American imperialism and helping the

Hopefully, a demonstration will 
prompt the 'government Into 
action and alleviate this dis- 
graceful situation. 

I am now under the impres- 
sion that many of the demon- 
strators will, unfortunately, use 
this opportunity of a "free" 
bus ride to; Quebec (at Stu- 
dentsV Sgclc^xpense) to pro- 
test any%tlier^ grievances that 
they may have toward the Que- 
bec government's policies and 
actions concerning education. 
Such student attitudes were ex- 



pressed In last Friday's editor- 
ial in the McGill Dally and 
even In statements by McGlll's 
official leader in the demon- 
stration, ^ External Vice-Pres- 
ident, Richard Burkart. 

Side Issues and disorderly 
conduct can obscure the main 
alms of a demonstration, as 
was so very evident in the re- 
cent protest march to the Unit- 
ed States Consulate. This 
march, to protest U.S. aggres- 
sion In the Par East, was play- 
ed up In the University news 
media as a flagrant example of 
police brutality, while Montreal 
newspapers emphasized >f the 
militancy of the peace demon- 
strators. Why that particular 
day was chosen for^ the protest, 
what the placands stated, and 
the reasons for the demonstra- 
tion were obscured by side Is- 
sues and by the actions of a 
few overly-zealous individuals. 
The general public, whose sym- 
pathetic support was so vital 
to the success of this venture, 
not only lost sight of the ob- 
jectives of the marchers, but 
many of them were antagoniz- 
ed by the kind of demonstration 
that developed. 

The marchers to Quebec on 
Tuesday should not forget, the 
main objective of their demon^, 
slratlon — that of bringing to ' 
the attention of the piiblic the 
deplorable student-loan situa- 
tion. In agitating to expose 
other grievances, and even 
possibly using violent action 
. to gain publicity (doubtless un- 
favourable), the goal ^ could be 
Jeopardized. A broad spectrum 
demonstration, such as one in 
which students may even de- 
mand free education, will per- 
haps only negate all alms of 
the demonstration. Free educa- 
tion .Is^^ltgjprobably a concept 
that^'thc^votlnk'Tjubllc Is not 



to explain to each other what thé students 
were saying. As TIcoll, Robinson and Marvin 
listened on, the others talked of generational 
gaps and the history of student movements 
In a discussion that often reminded one of 
"What does Quebec want ?" 

To majn)^the,^problem was one of stu- 
dent dissatlsfdiction, but they were unpre- 
pared as yet to ask : Why are students dis- 
satisfied ? Nor at any time did they reflect 
the growing necessity for deep changes now. 

The fact is, however, that students are 
dissatisfied and the commission would not 
ij^^^i^fitlrig if they weren't. And It is this 
dissatisfaction, along with those of staff 
members, which must be answered if the 
commission is to solve anything at all.

What the university has 
come to realize is that it has 
a social role to play. 'Ivory 
Tower' is no longer a serious 
argument as to the function 
of the university. The ques- 
tion becomes : What kind of 
role? We must try to discover 
the latent functions and at- 
titudes of the university. The 
tcacliing process presses peo- 
ple into molds of certain at- 
titudes.' The Comtnlssion must 
study why, what types of at- 
titudes are desirable, and 




how they can bo changed 
through educational restruct- 
uring. 

Also we must study the 
nature of coH)rdinatlon with 
the government and other 
universities — the problem of 
university freedom versus 
government control. Califor- 
nia presented very Interesting 
and difficult problems In this 
respect. 

Furthermore there Is the 
question of university govern- 
ment. Its latent functions, the 
attitudes It produces among 
professors in their approach 
to academic work and how 
this affects university policy. 

The university must try to 
develop people, give them on 
awareness of their social 
milieu, of the work It Is do- 
ing.

advised against pronouncement 
by the university on moral 
stands. 

"History is full," said McKim, 
"of examples of decayed civili- 
zations — decay due to the 
debasement of social values. I'ho 
university ought to be a place 
where a contribution is made to 
preventing this. I don't see how 
the university can take a stand 
on moral or social questions — 
it smacks of indoctrination." 

Ticoll said the university was 
continually taking moral stands.. 
. He cited presentation of a brief 
to the B and B Commission and 
the prosecution of staff members 
otthe McGill Dally for publishing 
ah allegedly objectionable article 
as examples of moral posturing 
by the administration. 

Robert Robinson, the third 
student representative present, 
said that "because of the lack of 
humanistic-type content" in cour- 
ses, ' students in .Engineering 
were , being "trained, not educat- 
ed." Robinson, who is in honours 
Engineering, compared liis f.icul- 
ty to a trade school and .said it 
has disassociated itself irom 
value judgments altogether. 

Professor Robert Vogel of the 
History Department, a faculty 



delegate, proposed that "if the 

university is to be anything, it 
is to be a thought organization. 
The most basic purpose of the 
university is to have academic 
discussions." 

He touched off an . academic 
discussion by .suggesting that hu- 
manity was involved in an on- 
going struggle to separate ideas 
and interests and elicited the 
disapproval of his colleague, 
Professor J. C. McLclland of Di- 
vinity. 

McLclland was adamant that, 
far from merely disassociating 
interests and ideas, the individual 
had an intellectual obligation to 
acknowledge the inextricably en- 
trenched position of the former 
in bny potential airticulation of 
the latter. -, 

The meeting was described by 
Chancellor Ross, the Chairman, as 
a "seminar". It was held in the 
Administration Building and it 
was open to observers. 

Representative Marvin attempt- 
ed to initiate discussion of a 
'completely open' policy as the 
meeting was on the verge of dis- 
solution, but was ruled out of 
order by Chairman Ross, who 
insisted that the commission 
would discuss the issue in private 
at its next meeting, as previously 
arranged. This meeting had been 
designated an experiment. 



Vice-Principal Michael Oliver 
announced that a press conferen- 
ce would be held to inform the 
public at large of the nature of 
•the commission and to invite 
briefs from interested parties 
other than those immediately 
connected with the university.

Furthermore, some sub- 
stantial experiments should 
he Initiated, possibly In the 
area of giving a larger num- 
ber of options.

We don't have the same 
direct and regular channels 
of communications that exist 
elsewhere within the acade- 
mic community. Without the 
Dally crisis I don't believe wc 
would have had the Tripart- 
ite Commission.

There Is 
a restriction of information. A 
very apt comparison can he 
made between the Commis- 
sion's problems and the prob- 
lems of communications In the 
whole community. 

Whatever changes will come 
about will lie very direct — 
the members of tlie Commis- 
sion are people who can In- 
ilinte ciiangcs. 

I hope we will be able to 
cnme out with some Imagin- 
ative solutions. The problems 
themselves are 'easy to. see.
